Mrs. Rodrigues, widow of the late Dr. José 
Carlos Rodrigues; her daughter, Lady Garth- 
waite, and Mrs. Fletcher Jewell, from London, 
and many others. The historic facts given in 
Portuguese in the first ceremony were briefly 
repeated, and reference was made to the José 
Carlos Rodrigues Memorial Library (religious 
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books) purchased from his estate by Ambassa- 
dor Morgan and donated by him, to be held in 
trust by a committee for the use of the ‘Chris- 
tian community, and which is being housed in 
the new Bible House. 

The building was brilliantly illuminated at 
night, and a number of friends repeated their 
visits then. The daily press and other publi- 
cations have given generous tributes to our 
handsome new home, and the importance of 
the work of the American Bible Society which 
will center in it. 

The building is in the new “Esplanada do 
Castello,” a tract of land in the heart of Rio 
de Janeiro made available through the razing 
of the old “Morro do Castello,’ the material 
of that hill filling in a part of the bay and so 
adding more building sites. 

Already the new Y. M. C. A. and large new 
business buildings have gone up on this old hill 
site, and not far away is the new American 
Embassy. On the famous Avenida Rio Branco, 
the “Fifth Avenue” of Rio, and just three 
blocks away are the National Library and the 
National Gallery of Art. 


The street front of the Bible House is fin- | 


ished in native black granite with aluminum 
decorations and trim. Some of its rooms have 
been equipped for professional offices for doc- 
tors and dentists. It was erected with special 
funds and is expected, from rental of its of- 
fices, to assist in the support of Bible distribu- 
tion in Brazil. 


Supplying Seed

URING these terrible days of unemploy- 
ment there are many who would gladly 
“go forth to sow” but for lack of seed, tools, 
and soil. It was a happy thought, therefore, 
on the part of the Council of Churchwomen in 
Dallas, Texas, representing all Protestant de- 
nominations, to supply these garden essentials. 
With headquarters in a vacant building near 
the heart of the city, the council set up what is 
called the Self-help Garden Club. Their motto, 
“Help those who help themselves,” carried in 
itself a good lesson. Plots of ground in the 
rich river bottom, as well as in vacant lots in 
suburban districts, provided ample fields for 
planting. Paper sacks filled with a varied as- 
sortment of seeds indigenous to the soil were 
given to those who could and would help them- 
selves by planting and cultivating a garden. 
When all this was under way, these wide- 
awake churchwomen had another vision,—they 


saw another field—the souls of the unem- 
ployed and their families; and they saw other

the American Bible Society realizes its loss and re- 
joices in his gain. To one who outlived the Psalm- 
ist’s span of life by a full score of years, and had 
lived this long life with uprightness in ideal and act, 
with generosity of thought and service, and with 
faithfulness to God and his fellow 
men, the entrance into the larger life 
must be indeed welcome. In this we 
rejoice, while regretting the severance 
of the tie which bound him so long to 
the interests and advancement of the 
American Bible Society and the fel- 
lowship of this Board. 

Reliable and methodical in his 
habits, simple and unassuming in his 
ways, friendly and stimulating with 
the executives at all times, kindly and 
sympathetic with the workers and 
their problems, alert to the best inter- 
ests of the great work of the Society, 
his was a presence and a personality 
that cheered and encouraged, that will 
be missed in many ways, and that may 
well be magnified as an example to 
others. He was unswerving in his 
devotion to the Bible as the Word of 
God, faithful to his responsibilities as 
a Manager of the Society, and high in his conception 
of his duties as a trustee of the large funds given 
for the maintenance of its world work. He was an 
ideal member of the Board, giving alike of his time, 
his thought, and his money. 

In the regular work, as also in special efforts and 
emergencies such as the Centennial of the Society, or 
the services to the Army and the Navy in the World 
War and to the people of the Mississippi Valley dur- 
ing its great flood, he was never found wanting. 

A wise counselor, a leader of unswerving faith, a 
seer of visions and dreamer of dreams in behalf of a 
cause which lay close to his heart, he endeared him- 
self to all the members of the Board. 

For his long and large services, the Board of Man- 
agers would put on record its deep gratitude, and 
great obligations, to him and to God, whom he rey- 
erenced and served. 


Saved, Physically and Spiritually

N account of how he was saved both phys- 

ically and spiritually has come from a 

man, who tells his own story in a very interest- 
ing letter. 

A word about how I come to be addressed 
as teacher and to be personally thanked. Until 
last year, under legal requirement, my name 
was printed as publisher on the concluding 


page of every book published by our Agency. 
The Japanese authorities have finally allowed 
us to substitute the name of the American Bible 
Society instead of the name of its local secre- 
tary, and our books do not now carry my name. 
While this is distinctly preferable, and I have 
always been averse to having my name in our 
books, a personal name has served one good end. 
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Many rare letters have come to me from dis- 
tressed or lonely men and women into whose 
hands some one of our volumes has come, and 
into whose hearts, thereby, rays of light and 
hope have entered. Seeing the name of an in- 
dividual in the book, and craving some human 
help and guidance, they have written me. They 
want to open their hearts to some person of 
whose sympathy they feel assured, and who 
somehow can enter into their hard conditions. 

I have often wished we could afford to keep 
a special assistant, who truly loves souls, for 
the sole purpose of taking care of such corre- 
spondents and following up such inquiries. We 
do send the names of inquirers to those whom 
we think can most readily help them. But, 
there are troubled longing hearts throughout 
the land who do not obtain the guidance and 
help they deeply crave. I am distressed over 
it. Happily, the writer of this letter has come 
into the light. 


The Letter 


“In making bold to write to you, unknown 
yet longed-for teacher, allow me to say imme- 
diately that I am a believer who owes his pres- 
ent physical existence to you! 

“T shall never forget the 6th of December, a 
year ago to-day, when I had arrived at the con- 
clusion, as the result of a long period of a 
nervous malady, that my condition was hope- 
less. There was absolutely no help for me. I 
had lost heart. In a completely dejected state 
of mind, that cold eventide, I drifted to the sta- 
tion and, almost before I was aware of it, found 
myself with a ticket on a train bound for 
Tokyo. Many times I tried to jump from that 
train as it sped along. Somehow, reflecting 
upon the terribleness of such an attempt, I 
failed to carry it out. That the fact of fear 
should prevent me again I regarded as cow- 
ardly. I said to myself: ‘Well, I will take 
poison.’ But, I decided that could be done 
after arrival at a hotel in Tokyo. 

“There was still two or three hours to spend 
in that coach before arrival at Tokyo. Pres- 
ently, the distress of mind again got the best of 
me, and I decided once more to fling myself 
from the train. A woman sitting beside me, 
noticing there was something the matter, asked 
if I was suffering. I answered, ‘No, I am all 
right.’ But she continued to talk most kindly 
to me. I was impressed that she realized I was 
in a desperate condition. That also annoyed 
me extremely much. In order to avoid hearing 
more from her, I got up and went to the other 
end of the car. 

“When the train arrived at Yokohama, that 
lady came by and, with a few comforting 
words, bid me farewell. It was so unusual, 
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it gripped me deeply, and I thanked her. 

“When I arrived at the Tokyo station, it oc- 
curred to me that I had better run out and see 
an elder sister in a suburb of the city before I 
died. So I engaged a taxi. As the taxi was 
fast taking me to my destination, a feeling of 
terrible indisposition toward seeing her sud- 
denly overpowered me, and I requested the 
driver to take me to a hotel. I would make 
that the place of my death. Having taken a 
bath, I wrote a farewell note. In the mean- 
time I had asked a servant to buy a certain kind 
of sleeping powder for me. By this time it was 
11 a.m. I thought it would seem strange to 
the people around to see me go to bed, and 
stepped aside to take out a cigarette package 
from my overcoat. As I stuck the hand into 
the pocket, I got hold of a little book. I found 
it was the Acts of the Apostles, with a note on 
it written with a pen, in a woman’s handwrit- 
ing: ‘Read this and go through life with hope 
in your heart.’ Surprised, I thought, ‘Well, 
did you ever! That woman on the train must 
have made me a present of it’; and I fell to 
reading. I read the book with intense interest. 
It must have taken me more than forty minutes 
to finish it. The result was the beginning of a 
change of outlook on life. It is impossible to 
explain how it came about; but the reading of 
the Acts had taken away the flagrant desire to 
die, and, in reflecting upon the immediate past, 
I was awfully ashamed of my unmanliness 
and weaknesses, and immediately returned to 
my home city. 

“After that, without any particular restora- 
tive, I regained physical health and strength,

and was soon able to take up my position and, — 


with pleasure, do my work. 


“T have no idea who that woman was who> 


spoke to me on the train that night. But I re- 
gard that incident as absolutely of the Lord 
Jesus, and I am constantly praising God for it. 
I hope to run up to Tokyo some day to express 
my gratitude to you, who is the publisher of 
the Scriptures, because that is why I am a 
saved man today. 

“I have already decided that when I call my 
friends together to celebrate Christmas, we 
shall, at the same time, celebrate the first anni- 
versary of my restoration to life. Naturally, 
I should like to have you come and join us; 
but, as my rural town is far from Tokyo, I 
cannot, for a moment, expect to be favored 
with your presence, 

“T am now serving in a hospital as a phy- 
sician in charge of the department for chil- 
dren’s diseases, and I am happy to say I enjoy 
my work very much, continually endeavoring 
to improve myself in every respect. Every day 
is a day of thanksgiving!”

Unidentified but True

HE story incidents which follow are in- 

tentionally not identified with persons or 
localities. It sometimes happens that reporting 
such items in that definite way brings an un- 
pleasant reaction on the work and workers 
when such reports filter back—frequently in a 
strangely distorted form. 

“In one place, a man in the crowd openly 
resisted my speaking about the Bible; but the 
people commanded him to keep still, as they 
wanted to hear the Word preached. One Mos- 
lem to whom I offered a Gospel refused it, tell- 
ing me to go to my own people, the Christians, 
as the Moslems do not want our Book. Many 
others listened gladly, and some bought books; 
but so many of the people do not have even a 
piastre these days.” 

“T found a crowd of evil men talking most 
vilely to a wicked woman, and I walked away 
from them as fast as I could. Then I felt I 
must tell them about Jesus; so I went back and 
told them of God’s wrath against all sin. I 
managed to sell them some Gospels, and the 
young woman began to call on God to have 
mercy on her. Just then, two men sitting by a 
window called me; but it was only to laugh at 
me and at the Bible. I recalled the words of 
Paul,—‘T am not ashamed of the gospel,’—and 
I spoke boldly to them about mocking at God’s 
Word. They begged my pardon and bought a 
Gospel.” 

A blind Christian teaches certain periods in a 
government girls’ school. He had the mission- 
ary give him a supply of New Testaments. 
One or two Christian girls were among his 
pupils, and he had learned they did not have 
Bibles. So one day, he called them aside after 
the lesson and gave them each a copy of the 
Testament. They went out among the other 
girls and shortly came back wailing. They had 
shown their books, and two of the Moslem girls 
had taken them away! They wanted to read 
them themselves!! Our blind friend said, 
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these organizations and of America in the gift 
of the Bibles”; and he expressed to them on 
behalf of himself and officers their “hearty 
thanks.” 

Each day during the four days’ stay of the 
Japanese fleet at San Francisco, the Scripture 
lessons were broadcast at the regular noontime 
services, in English and Japanese. Full an- 
nouncement of this special Japanese reading in 
honor of the Japanese was made to the Jap- 
anese-speaking community on the coast through 
the American-Japanese papers and radio. 


“Never mind. I have more’; and he gave 
them new books. Next day, other Moslem 
girls came, asking why he was partial in giving 
his books. So he had opportunity to give them 
books without in any way using his position in 
the school for proselyting. The following day, 
the native lady at the head of the school asked 
him why he was distributing Christian books 
to Moslem girls. He replied that they were 
asking him for them, and that, anyhow, they 
were not exclusively Christian books, since the 
Koran itself commands reverence for the Ingil 
(gospel). It ended up by the headmistress her- 
self taking one away to read. In a very few 
days he had distributed some fifty New Testa- 
ments individually, and has reason to think they 
will be read by the girls and by their people. 


A Bible in Jail

week. I appreciated it very much and devote most of 
my time to reading it. I have found, since I have 
been trusting God, that I have more pleasure than 
ever before. I pray that the good Lord will spare my 
life. I want you all to remember me in prayer. Tell 
all the good Christian people to remember me in 
prayer. I have great hopes for the future, and I 
know the Lord can help me. His love is greater to 
me than anything I have ever had. I never knew 
what real happiness was, until I found God’s love. 
Although I have to be here, I can rest in peace, and 
worry about nothing; for I know God is with me. 
Write to me, and tell me more about God’s Word; 
for I am always glad to hear of his good work. 

“If you can find time to visit me sometime, I would 
be glad to see you. I like to talk to any good Chris- 
tian man or woman. I don’t know just how long I 
will be here. I came here with a heart full of sin: 
but, when I leave, I will have a heart full of love. 
Some people may wonder how I can be happy in jail, 
but it is on account of God’s love. I thank you most 
sincerely for my Bible.

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A Mosaic from Brazil

This mosaic is made of selections, necessarily condensed, from reports on a variety of activities 
and imcidents received by the office in New York. 


EVERAL years ago, a mission- 

ary, not representing any board, 
penetrated the far interior of the state 
of Maranhao in the north of Brazil, 
located at a place called Barra da 
Corda, acquired the language, and 
opened work. He married a native 
of the place and is bringing up a fam- 
ily of eight healthy, happy promising 
children—two boys and six girls. 

He is a regular correspondent, ex- 
tending his work to Indian tribes. Scriptures 
are most frequently sent to him in small parcels 
by the mails, which through that section are 
carried for days on pack mules. 

In describing his work, he writes: “In June, 
we went over to Imperatriz, 210 miles away, to 
visit and encourage the workers living there. 
We were so much delighted, that we shall hope 
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to go again, since many along the way were 
blessed as also in that town. On the return 
trip, in July, we attended our annual meeting, 
which is a kind of Keswick, at Grajahu. In 
September, our two missionaries to the Indians 
went with us to Picos, where we had a great 
meeting. In November, we went on a long 
journey of about two hundred miles, spent 
thirty days, held thirty-eight meetings in 
twenty-eight different places.” 

He reports many souls blessed and numbers 
of copies of the Scriptures distributed. 

Another correspondent from the same far in- 
terior incidentally bears tribute to the work 
of this missionary, in mentioning his own: 

“Vour kind letter and interest in the work 
are a cheer to me, especially at this time when 
the work is passing through a stage which is 
very trying to faith. We are working among 
half-civilized Indians, who are in close con- 
tact with the civilized people; so that we have 
a twofold opposition to our work: the witch 
‘doctors, with their old superstitions and cus- 
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toms on the one hand; and the un- 
godly, unbelieving, on the other. 

“During the time we were living on 
the Araguaya, attempting to reach the 
Kayapo Indians, we also worked 
among the civilized people, and I scat- 
tered the Word of God everywhere 
I went, from the Araguaya to the 
Xingu. Many heard the gospel mes- 
sage, including many rubber workers. 
We left one family of believers, at 
Porto Franco (Couto Magalhaes), as fruit 
of that work, and we have heard from them 
that they are continuing to bear their witness 
in the midst of the darkness. Of course, there 
are also many more results from the sowing of 
God’s Word that the sower never comes to 
know in this world.” 

“As I told you in my previous letter, the 
schoolboys have learnt to read mostly in Scrip- 
ture portions. They have read parts of the 
New Testament, and some of them are now 
reading the Bible. The Bibles you have sent 
will be an encouragement to others to continue 
to study. The greatest longing of our hearts 
is that these schoolboys may become true serv- 
ants of God and be useful in his service. 

“The photo of a group of believers ready to 
start off to a convention represents the valuable 
work done by Mr. Perrin Smith here, in the 
interior of the state of Maranhao. He has 
scattered the Word of God all over the interior 
of this state. Now the fruit is seen in numer- 
ous groups of believers in many places, several 
of which are being organized into churches. 

Doubtless, many are in a similar condition 
to a man, in another section, who wrote re- 
cently: “Desiring to obtain a copy of the Sa-

cred Scriptures to study, as others who are 
interested for me have advised me to do, and 
not being able to buy for lack of funds, I ap- 
peal to you that you will kindly send me a copy. 
In this way, I will be able to satisfy a long-felt

desire; I will let a friend of mine some dis- 
tance away read it also.”

A correspondent from the state of Pernam- 
buco recently wrote: “I have just had an ex- 
traordinary letter from our Alagoas colporteur, 
Shr. Machado, relating a surprising incident 
concerning two priests of the great Lyra fam- 
ily, owners of the biggest sugar mill in Brazil. 
I am getting fuller particulars.” A short time 
after, he sent me the following: 


A Surprising and Welcome Experience 


“ “Get out of our place at once,’ exclaimed an 
irate priest, ‘I prohibit you selling those false 
books here.’ 

“Serra Grande is one of the largest and 
finest sugar factories in Brazil, and is owned 
by an important family, which includes two 
priests of great reputation in the state. Natu- 
rally, their word is law in the realm of their 
own huge property. So, our white-haired, 
venerable-looking Colporteur Machado quietly 
closed his bag, bowed politely, and withdrew. 

“On reaching his own home a few days later, 
he soon began to prepare for another Bible trip 
in another direction, far from the unfriendly 
sphere of the Lyra factory. When the day of 
his departure drew near, he had a strange 
dream, in which he was told to return to Serra 
Grande; but, on awakening, he smiled at such 
an improbable proposition. The thought, how- 
ever, was not to be thrown off so easily. The 
next night, he had a similar dream. He felt 
it to have been from the Lord, and that he had 
better obey. 

“When he found himself back in the same 
place, he reluctantly made his way to the big 
mansion of the aforesaid priest, wondering 
what the reception would be—a violent expul- 
sion not being improbable. 

“The priest himself opened the door. 

“On seeing the colporteur again, he betrayed 
neither surprise nor wrath, but very courteously 
invited him into the house. The conversation 
soon turned on the books in Machado’s bag, 
and, after a while, the cleric remarked: ‘No 
doubt whatever, they are good books—books of 
historical value, like any others.’ 

““No, no, senhor padre,’ exclaimed Ma- 
chado; ‘they are not merely that, but the true, 
inspired word of God.’ 

“Well, I think you are right; but, to tell 
the truth, I never studied the book—though I 
feel I ought to,’ replied the priest. 

“After further conversation, the priest be- 
came very serious and concerned in spirit, and 
begged the colporteur that he would pray for 
him, as well as for his brother priest; and he 
then bought the best Bible from the pack. 
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“When this remarkable interview ended, the 
priest asked for Machado’s name and address, 
and said he would write. On his departure, he 
insisted on carrying the heavy bag of books to 
the door, ere he bid our man a very kind and 
courteous farewell.” 


It Still Happens 


[lt is always a joy to report in these columns en- 
couragement to Bible circulation, reading, and study, 
among the Roman Catholics. Instances of such de- 
velopment are apparently increasing, not only among 
the laity, but among the priests. This our representa- 
tives and workers both welcome and encourage. Illus- 
trations come, and are given in these columns, both 
from Europe and our nearer neighbors in Latin 
America. ; 

Nevertheless, serious antagonism still exists. From 
our veteran representative in Brazil comes this recent 
instance.—Ep. ] 


“T am enclosing part of a leaf of a New Testa- 
ment rescued, not long ago, from the burning of 
Scriptures at the instigation of the priest, Victor 
Moreno, in the town of Ourinhos, state of Sao 
Paulo. The Rev. H. I. Lehman, a Methodist 
minister, who resides in the town, sent it to me 


with an account of the incident.” When heanda 
layman of his church made public protest over 


the burning, the priest replied in the columns of 


a local paper, “One who burns a false book, full 
of errors, lies, and frauds, cannot be called an 


atheist. This is what we burn, as can easily be 
proved. * * * There is fire to burn false Bibles, 
mutilated, cut to pieces, flawed with errors, and 
full of poison. * * * I am told that the North 
American Bible Society—there being in its own 
country forty million pagans—possesses many 
millions of dollars to send here with the object 
of converting and civilizing people who, for 
several generations, are already converted and 
civilized.” 
There was more in similar strain. 
How Gifts Help Abroad 


Here is an informal report of the use made of a 
contribution -from two donors, who wished it used 


“among the sick and wounded in hospitals in the Brazil 


Agency.” 


The revolt in the state of SaAo Paulo, which | 


practically brought on civil war for three 


months, was quite serious and caused a great 


deal of suffering. 

We have been able, through some of our 
colporteurs and other Christian workers, to 
reach a large number of the sick and wounded 
in hospitals and a number of prisoners in 


camps. There were nearly two thousand pris-. 


oners on an island in the Bay of Rio. One 
of our workers secured special permission to 
visit this island several times, and he distrib- 
uted a large number of Gospels and preached 
to the prisoners. One of our colporteurs has 
been able to visit a number of the sick in some 
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of the hospitals, and has spoken personally 
with the men and gave them copies of the 
Gospels. Two of our workers accompanied 
government troops as they moved to the front, 
and distributed among men more than 20,000 
Gospels. Two of our colporteurs who were in 
the state of Sao Paulo did similar work among 
the revolting forces, and one worked among the 
troops on the southern front. 
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Now that hostilities have ceased, our work 
of Scripture distribution is limited chiefly to 
the sick and wounded who are lingering in 
hospitals. 

Some of the pastors report that men coming 
from the prisons and hospitals are frequenting 
their churches and have become deeply inter- 
ested in religion through the reading of the 
Gospels.

le the latter part of September, 1932, a series 
of very severe earthquake shocks wrecked 
a large number of villages in northern Greece, 
especially in the Chalkidiki Peninsula, near the 
historic monasteries of Mount Athos. En- 
ergetic relief measures were at once undertaken 
by the Greek Government and by international 
relief organizations. A section of the British 
Mediterranean squadron, which was lying not 
far away, also rendered prompt and most val- 
uable assistance. 

As soon as communications became _ thor- 
oughly reestablished, a colporteur of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society visited the region. Later, 
he made two further trips to the affected area 
in a serious endeavor to see that, in the loss of 
their earthly possessions, these poor folk did 
not lose as well the consolation and encourage- 
ment of the Holy Scriptures. During these 
two trips, Colporteur Pylarinos traveled, in 


thirty-eight days, a distance of some 385 miles, 
many of them on foot, visiting twenty-three

villages and hamlets. He distributed over 
1,900 copies of the Scriptures, and brought a 
word of hope to many troubled hearts.

Tue daily press has had references to a 
rather fine illustration of British sentiment and 
perseverance. During the Boer War of a gen- 
eration ago, a number of family Bibles were 
carried off from Boer households on the veldt 
by British ‘“Tommies” as trophies. That fine 
soldier and Christian, Lord Roberts, when 
commander-in-chief, learning of this, issued an 
order suggesting that these Bibles be returned. 
Many were restored to their owners. Others 
had no identification marks, but the effort to 
find their owners had been continued through 
the years and additional copies returned. Now, 
thirty years later, 130 Bibles having been re- 
stored, those left are being shipped back to 
Pretoria in the hope that it may be easier there 
to trace their owners. Such conscientiousness 
and prolonged attempts to restore these Bibles 
is worthy of high praise.

Rey. Frank H. Marston, D.D. 


AN Black Mountain, N. C., on Sunday, April 
30,-the Rev. Frank H. Marston,” DiDe 
former Secretary of the Central Agency, was 
released from the shackles of broken health by 
the call to the home everlasting.

The contributor names the one 
in whose memory the Membership is created. The

to Life Directors and Life Members. 

The Society is supported by the gifts of its 
members and friends and by the contributions 
of Christian churches with which the Society 
has official and semiofficial relations.

MAY MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE first stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers in the 118th year of the Society 
was held at the Bible House on May 4, 1933, 
President Talcott in the chair. After devo- 
tional exercises conducted by the Rev. Charles 
W. Turner, new appointee as Assistant Secre- 
tary, Brazil Agency, and a few remarks by 
him, the minutes of the previous meeting and 
of the various standing committees were pre- 
sented and approved. The death of Mr. L. T. 
M. Slocum on March 20, 1933, a Vice-Presi- 
dent of this Society and president of the Chi- 
cago Bible Society, was reported, and the fol- 
lowing minute unanimously adopted: 


L. T. M. Slocum 


The Board of Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety records the passing of Mr. L. T. M. Slocum, 
president of the Chicago Bible Society for the last 
eight years. Long devoted to the Christian cause in 
the city of Chicago, Mr. Slocum gave generously of 
means and strength to the work of that society. A 
Vice-President of the American Bible Society for a 
like term, he collaborated cordially in the common 
interests of both societies. He will be remembered 
as a man of gracious and wholesome influence, earnest 
and courageous, and a devoted Christian. 


The death of the Rev. Frank H. Marston, 
D.D., former Secretary of the Central Agency, 
on April 30, 1933, was reported, and tribute 
was paid to him. 

The Annual Report for the 117th year, pre- 
pared by the officers and approved by the Gen- 
eral Reference Committee, was presented and 
approved for submission to the Annual Meet- 
ing. The centennial of the Maryland Bible 
Society being about to be celebrated, the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted for transmis- 
sion through General Secretary North, who 
was delegated to attend the celebration: 
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Maryland Bible Society Centennial 


On the occasion of the one hundredth anniversary 
of the organization of the Maryland Bible Society, on 
the foundation of the Young Men’s Bible Society of 
Baltimore, the Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society extends hearty congratulations to its 
ally of a century. It gives thanks to God for the 
faithful and essential service which the Maryland 
Bible Society has rendered primarily to the people of 
Maryland and to the kingdom of Christ among them. 
But it holds in no less grateful remembrance the as- 
sistance given to the world-wide cause by Maryland’s 
support of a significant edition of the Arabic Bible, by 
the noble gifts of two Bible Houses,—at Cristobal on 
the Panama Canal, and in Peiping, China,—and by 
the more recent collaboration with the National Capi- 
tal Agency. May the blessing and guidance of God 
continue to direct and enlarge the work of the Mary- 
land Bible Society. 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to Foreign Agencies during the 
months of January, February and March, 1933: 
Brazil, 100 volumes, valued at $127.55; Car- 
ribbean, 4,173 volumes, $952.60; China, 9,460 
volumes, $442.85; Japan, 7 volumes, $6.80; 
La Plata, 129,988 volumes, $7,779.47 ; Mexico, 
11,020 volumes, $747.34; Philippines, 9 vol- 
umes, $14.74; Upper Andes, 3,749 volumes, 
$2,331.92; West Indies, 100,046 volumes, $5,- 
522.29: total volumes, 258,552; total value, 
$17,925.56. 

The issues from the Bible House were as 
follows: January—423,441 volumes ; February 
—407,990 volumes; March—343,817 volumes. 


ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL 
MEETING 


HE one hundred and seventeenth Annual 

Meeting of the Society was held at the 
Bible House, May 11, 1933, President Talcott 
in the chair. 

Special exercises were held in recognition of 
the eightieth anniversary of the Bible House, 
erected in 1853, the room being well filled with 
Managers and friends of the Society. 

Treasurer Darlington gave an interesting re- 
view of the various previous homes of the Bible 
Society, and particularly of the circumstances 
under which the present site and Bible House 
were obtained, with something of its subse- 
quent history. 

Three oil portraits of the only past Presi- 
dents whose portraits were not already in the 
Managers’ Room were presented and received 
—James Lenox, seventh President, 1864-1871; 
William H. Allen, LL.D., eighth President, 
1872-1880; Theophilus A. Brouwer, thirteenth 
President, 1909-1911. Brief statements were 
made by ‘Treasurer Darlington about Mr. 
Lenox; by General “Secretary North about 
Dr. Allen; and by Recording Secretary Cham- 
berlain about Mr. Brouwer. The portrait of 
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Mr. Lenox was unveiled by his great-nephew, 
James Lenox Banks; that of Dr. Allen, by his 
daughter, Mrs. George Dallas Dixon, who had 
also given the portrait to the Society; and that 
of Mr. Brouwer, by his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Jacob Brouwer. 

At the regular business session which fol- 
lowed, the usual business was transacted; the 
Report of the Board of Managers being pre- 
sented and accepted; the group of Managers 
for the term 1933-1937 being elected; and au- 
thorization being given to the Board to organ- 
ize, fill vacancies, and carry on the business for 
the year. 

The meeting closed with a social time, and 
refreshments provided through the courtesy of 
the President. 


S a result of the recent manifesto from the 
Conference on Unity at Lambeth between 
the Church of England and the Free Churches, 
large impetus has been given to the extension 
of religious education in the nation’s schools. 
Of 316 local education authorities in England 
and Wales, 186 have authorized or adopted the 
use of agreed syllabuses; 10 others have sylla- 
buses of their own; and 13 others have the 
matter under consideration. A committee of 
strong religious leaders is urging upon clergy 
and laity to extend religious instruction in the 
schools with all possible speed. These leaders 
point out that, in their conviction, the separa- 
tion of education from religion, as is the trend 
in many countries, is a grievous wrong both to 
the children and to the nation. They, therefore, 
exhort their fellow workers to develop Chris- 
tian teaching in the schools as an indispensable 
basis for personal character and national sta- 
bility —W orld Wide Sunday School News.
